2. If thofe Rights are at any time granted, or di- 
fratted fromthe fame, Whether they ought to be 
Revoked ? 

Earn, The firft Queftion we hold in the Ne- 
gative, and the fecond inthe Affirmative, but 
tor aSolution of both together, we will reduce 
them to one Propolition, namely, That the Rights 
annex'd tothe Crown of this Realm cannot be alien. 
ated, or fevered fromit , and incafe any of thofe 
Rights be granted or aistratted fromthe Jame, they 
ought to be Revokd. Which Aflertion we will 
make good by Common-Law Authorities Col- 
le€ted out of our Books, and we will begin 
with Fitz-Herbert,a learned Lawyer in his time. 

1. Fitz-Herbert Reports, That by the Opi- 
nion of divers Juftices of the Realm, and Do- 
étors of the Canon, and Civil Law, the Goods 
of the Realm, thatisto fay, of the Antient 
Crown, and Jewels, cannot be difpos’d of, or 
left to any one by Will.

2. Britton, who was Bifhop of Hereford, and 
being very Skillful in the Law@ of England, 
wrote-a Tract of them in the Reign of King 
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Edward the firft, in which, he fpeaks thus ; 
Roys xe purrount rien alicner en droit de lour Co- 
rone, ne de lour Royalte, cue il ne foit repealable par 
dour Succeffours. cap. 34. de douns fol. 87. 

3. The Author of the Book cali’d> Feta, 
dothexprefs himfelf in this wife 5 Antiqua ma- 
neria, vel jura Corone annexa Regi, non licedit at:- 
enare, fed omnis Rex Corone fue alicnata revocare 
tenetur. db, %.

ing the Refumptipg of the Lands and Manuors 
belonging to their Crowns, and Kingdoms, &c.

Imperial Diadem of this our Realm, and for a 
Refumption or Revocation of the fame Rights 
when alienated, or deftracted fam it, fhall be 
that famous Antiquary, Mr. William Lambard, 
who in his Archatonomia, gives us an account 
of the Laws of King Edward the Confeflor, 
whereof one of them, is concerning the Of- 
fice or Duty of the King, as a@lfo the Royal 
Rights and Appendages of the Crown of the 
Kingdom jof Brittain, namely; Deber de jure 
Rex omues Terras & Honores, omnes Dignitates, 
& Fura, & Libertates Corona Regni bujus in 
integrumcum omni inteoritate, & fine diminuttone 
obfervare, <> defendere ; difperja, & a.lapidata, 
} amifja Regus jura in priftinum ftatum, GO debi- 
tum vtribus omnibus vevocare. L'ambard. fol. 
242. Edit. 1644. 

By thefe 5 fore-cited Authorities, it is as 
clear as the Sun at Noonzday, That the Anti- 
ent Mannors, and other Royal Rights that are 
annexed to the Crown of this Realm, are in- 
alienable, and not to be divided from it; and 
that in Cafe any of thofé Rights fhould be 
granted, and fevered from the Regality, they 
ought.to be Revoked. Add hereunto, what 
we mult meet withal in Hiftory both Dome- 
ftick, and Foreign, concerning Refumpticns. 

After his Coronation Solem- 
niz@ at Winchefter, there Kefum’d the 2 Man- 
nors he fold to the Bifhop of Winton, at his
